Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the  Sixty-Second  Annual 
Report  upon  the  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the 
year  1970.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  13  of  the  School  Health  Service  and 
Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations  Act,  1953. 

The  responsibility  for  the  general  routine  administration  of  the 
Service  and  the  discharge  of  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  medical 
inspection  of  pupils,  both  for  routine  and  specific  purposes,  together 
with  the  performance  of  special  procedures,  for  example  vaccination 
against  Tuberculosis,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  etc.,  has  been 
that  of  Dr.  D.  B.  Walls,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
assisted  by  Dr.  J.  Somner.  In  the  discharge  of  certain  of  these  duties 
relating  to  the  special  schools  the  responsibility  has  been,  as  in 
former  years,  that  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Special  Services 
Sub-Committee,  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  to  the  Staff 
of  this  Department,  for  their  assistance  and  willing  co-operation 
throughout  the  year  in  the  interests  of  the  School  Health  Service.

Co-ordination 

Arrangements  in  this  area  provide  for  continuity  of  supervision 
of  the  health  of  children  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  school  life. 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Service  records  of  pre-school  children 
who  had  defects  being  transferred  to  the  School  Health  Service 
when  children  reach  the  age  of  5  years. 

Co-ordination  between  the  School  Health  Service,  the  Council’s 
other  services,  the  hospital  services  and  general  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  has  been  maintained. 

School  Meals  and  Milk 

During  1970,  one  day  returns  showing  the  number  of  children 
having  school  dinners  were  taken  on  29th  September,  1970.  The 
number  of  children  taking  meals  was  6,500  of  whom  1,459  had 
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free  meals,  the  former  figure  being  52*90%  of  the  school  roll.  Th« 
percentage  in  primary  schools  taking  school  milk  was  90*79  which 
showed  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year. 

The  price  of  school  meals  was  increased  to  Is.  9d.  per  meal  on 
1st  April,  1970,  and  changes  were  made,  at  the  same  time,  in  the 
net  income  scale  for  remisison  of  the  charge  in  cases  of  financial 
hardship. 

One  new  kitchen  was  opened  during  the  year,  bringing  the  number 
in  the  Borough  up  to  23. 

Immunisation 

Facilities  are  available  for  diphtheria  immunisation  at  the  various 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  of  the  Health  Department, 
or  at  the  surgeries  of  general  practitioners.  Vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  is  also  carried  out  at  the  Health  Department. 

Details  of  numbers  receiving  this  protective  treatment  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  policy  of  offering  protection  against  Tuberculosis  to  all 
school  children  in  the  thirteen  year  old  age  group  was  continued. 

During  the  year  under  review  813  children  were  skin  tested,  and 
all  those  with  a  negative  reaction  were  vaccinated  at  the  School 
Clinic.  Of  the  positive  reactors  7  children  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  investigation,  but  no  case  of  active  tuberculosis  was 
discovered  among  those  examined. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  comparative  figures  for  the 
last  ten  years.  These  figures  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
for  other  similar  industrial  areas.

In  addition  to  the  numbers  recorded  above,  a  further  27  pupils 
were  skin-tested  outside  the  routine  vaccination  programme.  These 
children  were  classroom  contacts  of  a  case  of  tuberculosis.  There 
were  9  positive  reactions,  but  as  all  these  cases  had  received  B.C.G. 
protection  in  the  previous  year,  no  further  action  was  considered 
necessary. 
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Medical  Inspections 

A  periodic  medical  inspection  of  children  in  the  following  age 
groups  was  carried  out  in  each  school. 

{a)  ENTRANTS — children  in  their  first  year  of  attendance  at 
a  maintained  primary  infant  school. 

{b)  INTERMEDIATES — children  in  their  last  year  of  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  maintained  primary  junior  school. 

(c)  LEAVERS — children  in  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  a 
maintained  secondary  school. 

{d)  OTHERS — children  of  all  ages  who  have  missed  inspection 
in  groups  {a),  {b),  (c). 

Prior  to  the  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  children  in  these 
age  groups,  the  schools  were  visited  by  a  School  Nurse,  who  weighed 
and  measured  the  children  and  tested  the  visual  acuity  of  those  in 
groups  (b),  (c)  and  (d).  At  the  actual  inspection  the  Medical  Officer 
was  accompanied  by  a  Nurse.  Parents  were  invited  to  be  present 
at  these  inspections. 

The  percentage  of  parents  who  were  present  at  periodic  inspections 
was  58-05  as  compared  with  55-93  in  1969,  56-22  in  1968  and  76-40 
in  1937. 

Special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  also  conducted  in 
each  school  department  once  during  the  year. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspections 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  3,459  children  was  carried  out 
in  school,  and  all  were  recorded  as  being  in  a  satisfactory  general 
physical  condition.  The  defects  found  at  periodic  and  special 
inspections  can  be  seen  in  the  Table  on  page  24  of  this  report  which 
shows  separately  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  treatment 
(T)  and  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  observation  (O). 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
boy  and  girl  entrants  selected  at  intervals,  over  a  period  of  years, 
since  periodic  medical  inspection  commenced.

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Uncleanliness  —  Head 

(i)  GIRLS — Of  the  1,722  girls  examined  at  periodic  inspec¬ 

tions,  110  or  6*39  per  cent,  were  recorded  as 
having  nits;  60,  or  348  per  cent  of  these  had  a 
minor  infestation  only.  There  were  no  verminous 
children. 

(ii)  BOYS  — Of  the  1,737  boys  examined  at  periodic  inspec¬ 

tions,  30  or  1  -73  per  cent  were  recorded  as  having 
nits;  19  or  T09  per  cent  had  a  minor  infestation 
only. 

Surprise  Cleanliness  Surveys 

In  1970,  18,955  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made  in  the 
schools  by  the  nursing  staff,  and  1,098  pupils  were  found  to  be 
infested.  No  cleansing  notices  were  issued.  The  supervision  and 
treatment  of  certain  children  found  to  have  dirty  heads  and  referred 
to  the  School  Clinic,  was  again  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse  at 
the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Follow-up  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  carried  out  419  follow-up 
visits  on  children  who  were  under  observation  or  treatment.  197 
of  these  were  home  visits  and  222  were  school  visits. 

Minor  Ailments 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics  were  conducted  by  a  School  Nurse  on  five 
sessions  per  week  for  the  treatment  of  children  referred  by  a  Head 
Teacher,  or  a  Medical  Officer  with  minor  injuries,  skin  conditions, 
etc.  294  cases  attended  the  Clinic  and  made  1,557  attendances. 
This  compares  with  219  cases  and  957  attendances  in  1969  and 
1,143  cases  and  8,042  attendances  in  1948. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin 

114  children  were  receiving  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  skin, 
including  69  children  who  were  suffering  from  scabies,  and  received 
treatment  either  at  home  or  at  the  School  Clinic.  There  were  also 
17  cases  of  impetigo  and  28  other  cases  who  received  treatment  for 
eczema,  dermatitis  and  miscellaneous  infections. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

The  vision  of  the  first  year  entrants  to  Primary  Junior  Schools 
was  tested  by  a  School  Nurse,  and  any  child  suspected  of  having 
a  visual  defect  was  referred  to  a  Medical  Officer  for  further  investi¬ 
gation. 

During  the  year  342  Forms  O.S.C.IO — as  compared  with  381 
in  1969  and  129  in  1953 — authorising  the  repair  or  replacement 
of  spectacles  were  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Of  these 
149  were  charged  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  being  related 
to  cases  where  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  had  been  the 
cause  of  loss  or  damage. 
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Eye  Testing  Clinic 

181  school  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by  an  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  143 
of  these  children  and  101  were  referred  for  orthoptic  treatment. 

We  also  have  a  record  that  320  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by 
opticians.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  290  of  these. 


Orthoptic  Clinic 

The  Orthoptic  Clinic  was  held  on  two  sessions  per  week.  24  new 
cases  were  registered,  of  which  11  were  pre-school  children.  There 
were  22  discharges. 

Attendances  of  school  children  totalled  382  and  of  pre-school 
children  148.  In  addition,  36  pre-school  children  attended  every 
2-3  months  for  observation. 

24  children  were  referred  to  Newcastle  General  Hospital  for 
correction  of  squint  and  1  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary.  8  had 
operations,  2  left  the  district  and  2  failed  to  attend  when  sent  for. 
1  was  not  listed  and  was  told  to  attend  for  further  occlusion  pending 
operation.  These  children  will  remain  under  the  Surgeon’s  care  for 
refractions,  etc.,  for  2-3  years. 


Speech  Therapy 

During  1970,  101  children  were  seen  at  the  unit  for  assessment 
and  treatment  of  their  speech  and  language  problems.  They  were 
referred  by  the  School  Health  Service,  the  Educational  Psychologist 
and  Head  Teachers.  39  of  these  children  were  seen  regularly  for 
treatment.  The  remaining  62  were  either  reviewed  at  intervals  to 
ensure  that  their  speech  and  language  continued  to  develop  nor¬ 
mally,  or  advice  was  given  to  parents  and  teachers  on  how  to 
handle  the  problem.  Some  of  these  children  were  referred  to  other 
disciplines  for  specific  help  or  assessment. 

Many  other  children  have  been  seen  and  dealt  with  within  the 
schools  and  of  these  approximately  40  have  received  regular  help 
over  a  period  of  time.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  give  more  intensive 
help  to  a  smaller  number  of  children,  particularly  those  in  special 
schools,  whose  many  problems  demand  this  extra  attention. 


Hearing 

Routine  Audiometric  Sweep  Testing  was  started  in  April,  1970, 
a  battery  powered  light  audiometer  having  been  obtained  for  the 
purpose. 

Testing  is  undertaken  in  the  year  following  the  first  school  medical 
examination.  In  some  instances  where  difficulty  was  encountered  we 
were  much  helped  by  Mr.  Ledgerwood  and  Miss  Foster — peripatetic 
teachers  of  the  deaf  from  the  Partially  Hearing  Unit  at  Bebside, 
N  orthumberland. 
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The  figures  as  outlined  below  were  the  outcome  of  this  sweep 
testing.

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

108  school  children  were  recorded  as  having  received  treatment  for 
Orthopaedic  and  Postural  defects,  9  as  in-patients  at  Sanderson 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  3  as  out-patients.

The  remaining  96  children  were  treated  by  Mrs.  Robinson, 
Physiotherapist,  who  held  a  clinic  on  44  half-day  sessions  during  the 
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year.  The  total  attendance  at  these  clinics  was  446  and  this  figure 
included  a  number  of  Woodlawn  children  who  were  treated  by 
Mrs.  Robinson  on  the  school  premises  to  save  them  a  journey 
out  of  school. 

Other  Defects  Treated 

Other  defects  treated,  not  falling  into  classifications  mentioned 
in  Tables  A  to  F  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  Page  26,  Table  G. 
The  129  minor  ailments  treated  included  9  burns,  41  minor  injuries, 
60  septic  sores  and  19  miscellaneous  minor  ailments.

School  Dental  Inspections  and  Treatment 

The  following  report  on  the  dental  inspection  and  treatment  of 
school  children  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  N.  A.  Eddy,  Chief 
Dental  Officer. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1970 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  2nd  Annual  Report  on  the 
School  Dental  Service  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970, 
this  being  the  46th  Annual  Report. 

Complete  details  of  the  various  forms  of  treatment  undertaken 
at  the  School  Dental  Clinic  can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  publica¬ 
tion.  These  show  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  inspected  and  treated  compared  with  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  However,  the  number  of  teeth  which  required  extraction 
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has  almost  doubled  and  this  is  a  matter  of  some  concern.  This  is 
partly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  been  unable  to  inspect  and  offer 
treatment  to  patients  as  regularly  as  is  necessary.  It  is  hoped  that  in 
the  coming  year  with  an  increase  in  establishment  the  situation  will 
improve. 

As  in  previous  years  a  complete  dental  service  in  all  its  branches 
was  made  available  at  the  Clinic  and  the  usual  close  co-operation 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  was  most  valuable  in  this  respect. 

The  general  anaesthetic  sessions  for  the  extraction  of  teeth  resulted 
in  1,105  cases  being  treated  during  the  year.  As  before  the  majority 
of  the  anaesthetics  were  administered  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman.  We 
have  also  had  the  assistance  of  Dr.  J.  L.  Murray  when  Dr.  Steadman 
has  been  on  holiday  and  to  help  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for 
this  service. 

Annual  inspections  were  made  of  the  pupils  attending  Woodlawn 
and  Southlands  Schools  where  a  total  of  157  pupils  were  examined. 
Attendances  by  pupils  from  these  schools  numbered  215. 

28  children  attending  the  Training  Centre  were  examined  and 
referred  for  treatment.  37  attendances  were  made  to  the  Clinic 
for  dental  care. 

In  November  I  attended  a  course  on  Preventive  Dentistry  held 
in  London. 

A  visit  was  made  during  July  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Potter  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  Science  who  made  his  usual  survey  of  the 
Dental  Service.  The  suggestions  he  made  towards  improving  the 
efficiency  of  the  Dental  Service  are  due  to  be  implemented  during 
the  coming  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Mrs.  W.  G.  Frier  retired  after  10 
years  as  Dental  Surgery  Assistant  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Blackshaw  was 
appointed  to  this  post. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Health  and  School  Medical  Staffs,  the 
Head  Teachers  and  their  assistants  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  G.  Wilson,  Chief  Educa¬ 
tion  Officer  and  the  Staff  of  the  Education  Office  for  their  help  and 
advice  over  the  past  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  only  one  child  was  on  the 
waiting  list  for  admission  to  a  day  school  for  educationally  sub¬ 
normal  pupils. 


Survey  of  Handicapped  Children  in  Ordinary  Schools 

During  late  1969  and  early  1970  a  survey  of  physically  handi¬ 
capped  children  in  ordinary  schools  was  carried  out  on  behalf  of 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Science. 

There  were  23  children  in  this  area  who  came  under  this  classi¬ 
fication.  All  were  examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  they 
came  to  the  Clinic  to  carry  out  the  tests  as  prescribed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  prior  to  completing  questionnaires. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic 

Facilities  for  child  guidance  are  still  rather  restricted,  as  it  is 
necessary  for  the  majority  of  cases  to  attend  the  Nuffield  Child 
Psychiatry  Unit  in  Newcastle,  and  some  families  find  this  too 
difficult  an  undertaking.  Many  children  are  seen  at  the  clinic  run 
by  Dr.  Day  of  Northgate  and  District  Hospital  at  Preston  Hospital, 
North  Shields,  and  we  are  extremely  grateful  for  his  help.  During 
1970,  Dr.  Day  began  holding  a  clinic  each  month  at  the  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  this  was  found  to  be  very  convenient  for  the 
patients  concerned. 

Since  General  Practitioners  often  refer  children  directly  to  the 
Child  Psychiatry  Unit  themselves,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  accurate 
figures  for  children  attending  the  Unit.  It  is  known  that  14  cases 
were  referred  to  Psychiatrists  during  1970,  and  since  emotional 
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disturbances,  unlike  physical  illnesses,  such  as  measles,  are  not 
generally  cured  within  a  few  days  or  weeks,  many  local  children 
who  were  referred  in  1969  or  earlier  have  continued  to  receive 
treatment. 


School  Psychological  Service 

During  1970,  129  children  were  referred  to  the  Psychologist.  Of 
these,  5  either  withdrew  or  were  referred  elsewhere.  95  were  investi¬ 
gated,  of  whom  65  were  boys  and  30  were  girls.  These  were  dealt 
with  in  the  following  ways: —

As  before,  the  majority  of  cases  were  referred  by  the  schools, 
i.e.  68  children.  The  School  Medical  Officers  referred  11,  and 
other  agencies  such  as  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and 
Children’s  Department  9,  and  Parents  7.  An  increasing  number  of 
young  children  are  referred  and  although  it  often  takes  longer  to 
complete  their  investigations  the  trend  is  desirable  as  it  is  easier 
to  deal  with  problems  earlier  on  in  many  cases. 

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  other  services,  such 
as  the  Speech  Therapist,  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors,  as  well 
as  the  Education  Welfare  Officers  and  the  co-operation  of  these 
colleagues  has  been  much  appreciated. 


Woodlawn  School  and  Southlands  Special  School 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Woodlawn  and  Southlands  Special 
Schools  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Health 
Visitor.  67  re-examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer 
to  check  on  children’s  progress  and  to  ascertain  if  they  were  fit  to 
return  to  an  ordinary  school. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Reports  of  the  Head  Teachers, 
giving  details  of  the  work  of  the  two  Special  Schools. 


WOODLAWN  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1970 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  present  my  report  on  the  work  of 
Woodlawn  School  for  1970. 

Our  full-time  teaching  staff  has  not  changed  during  the  year,  and 
we  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  record  this.  Miss  Tindale  our  visiting 
music  teacher  has  replaced  Miss  Hall,  who  has  taken  up  a  post  with 
a  different  authority. 

To  the  teachers  at  Woodlawn,  on  whom  are  placed  heavy  demands, 
occasioned  by  the  handicaps  and  learning  difficulties  of  our  pupils, 
I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  their  constant  and  patient  efforts 
to  make  real  progress  possible  throughout  the  year. 

We  are  still  faced  with  the  problem  of  having  more  boys  than  girls 
in  the  school  and  we  finished  1970  with  43  boys  and  23  girls,  the 
same  as  for  last  year. 

As  usual  during  the  year  some  pupils  were  transferred  to  primary 
and  secondary  schools  and  all  seem  to  have  made  a  satisfactory 
transition.  Others  left  to  take  up  jobs  and  we  were  successful  in 
placing  all  boys  and  girls  in  suitable  jobs,  some  by  our  own  efforts 
and  others  through  the  Careers  Office. 

One  of  our  pupils  has  started  a  G.C.E.  course  at  the  South  East 
Northumberland  Technical  College.  Mr.  Blackshaw  has  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  helping  pupils  in  the  transition  from  school  to  work 
and  follows  up  our  leavers  until  they  are  settled  in  their  jobs.  Since 
I  came  to  Woodlawn  we  have  a  full  record  of  our  leavers,  all  are 
in  jobs  and  often  return  for  advice  or  are  seen  in  their  own  homes. 
We  do  our  utmost  to  see  that  our  leavers  hold  down  their  jobs  and 
help  with  transfers  when  the  occasion  arises. 

The  range  of  handicaps  in  the  School  is  still  the  same — a  wide 
variety  at  all  ages. 

Pupils  on  the  Roll  on  31st  December,  1970,  were  classified  in  the 
following  way,  although  many  have  more  than  one  handicap: —

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Our  infant  group  provides  the  most  interesting  figures  as  the 
percentage  of  handicapped  children  is  high  in  relation  to  the  rest 
of  the  school.  Handicaps  that  involve  chairs  and  walking  aids  are 
now  very  obvious,  and  in  January  1971  we  are  receiving  two  more 
chair  cases  into  that  group.  In  December  1970,  there  were  15 
physically  handicapped  children,  some  with  multiple  handicaps, 
and  only  3  delicate  pupils.  This  group  of  children  needs  a  great 
deal  of  support  and  my  ancillaries  are  kept  very  busy  dealing  with 
their  physical  needs.  Some  children  come  from  socially  inadequate 
homes  and  need  daily  bathing  and  changing  to  help  them  to  become 
socially  acceptable. 

My  ancillary  staff.  Miss  Wardhaugh  and  Mrs.  Stephen  have  a 
heavy  work  load  and  I  appreciate  their  efforts  in  dealing  with  our 
pupils. 

The  equipment  throughout  the  school  is  being  improved  and 
extended  and  a  greater  variety  of  craft  work  is  now  being  attempted. 

During  the  year  the  sloped  corridor  was  provided  instead  of  the 
stepped  arrangement  at  the  senior  end  of  the  school.  Now  all  can 
move  freely,  even  in  wheel  chairs. 

Senior  girls  in  their  last  year  at  school  attend  Sir  James  Knott 
Nursery  and,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Cragg  and  her  staff, 
do  useful  work,  gain  new  experiences  and  make  new  contacts  with 
children  and  adults.  We  would  like  to  extend  the  idea  of  more 
of  our  pupils  making  some  contact  with  work  situations  during 
these  last  years  at  school,  but  the  opportunities  are  not  available 
at  present. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff 
for  the  willing  help  always  extended  to  our  pupils  when  we  make 
frequent  calls  on  their  aid.  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Catton  in  particular  for 
her  regular  visits  and  discussions  about  the  needs  of  our  pupils.  All 
of  us  at  Woodlawn  feel  that  we  have  a  great  deal  of  support  from 
all  the  staff  at  the  Health  Department  and  this  is  very  reassuring. 
Many  parents  come  along  to  school  when  their  children  are  being 
medically  examined,  but  some  parents  consistently  fail  to  turn  up. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  Nurse  Walker  back  again  as  our  visiting 
nurse  at  Woodlawn,  and  it  is  quite  obvious  that  she  still  remembers 
many  of  our  pupils  after  her  absence.  Nurse  Young  stayed  with  us 
for  a  while  and  we  appreciate  all  that  she  did  at  Woodlawn. 

Mrs.  Roberts  is  our  Speech  Therapist  and  is  involved  with  some 
severe  speech  handicapped  children.  Progress  is  being  made  but 
we  seem  always  to  have  someone  new  who  needs  Speech  Therapy. 

The  group  involved  with  Miss  Robinson,  our  Physiotherapist,  is 
getting  bigger  each  year.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  the  progress  made  in 
movement  by  some  of  our  handicapped  pupils.  Some  use  their 
walking  aids  with  great  enjoyment  and  energy.  All  the  young 
children  enjoy  Music  and  Movement  and  even  the  chair  cases  get 
some  benefit  from  this  lesson. 
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We  have  made  occasional  calls  on  the  services  of  Miss  Wheway, 
but  she  is  always  ready  to  discuss  the  special  needs  of  certain  pupils. 
We  welcome  her  visits  to  Woodlawn. 

Mr.  Eddy,  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  made  his  yearly 
visit  to  examine  the  teeth  of  our  pupils.  Many  children  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  follow  up  treatment.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Eddy  and  his 
staff  for  their  co-operation  with  the  difficult  cases  at  Woodlawn. 

1970  proved  to  be  a  good  year  for  our  swimmers  and  we  are 
proud  of  our  children  who  have  done  so  well.  Two  of  our  handicapped 
girls  were  awarded  the  Final  Certificate  in  the  A.S.A.  Handicapped 
Children’s  Section,  and  many  more  were  successful  in  stages  1  and 
2.  Mrs.  Logie  has  put  in  a  great  deal  of  effort  to  help  our  pupils  and 
we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  her  and  Mr.  Slaney,  the  Organiser 
for  Physical  Education,  who  has  provided  a  regular  weekly  swim¬ 
ming  session  throughout  the  year. 

A  new  venture  has  started  at  Woodlawn  in  the  form  of  a  Youth 
Club.  This  is  held  at  the  Stockdale  Centre  on  Tuesday  evenings. 
Our  thanks  go  to  the  Catholic  Fellowship  for  their  drive  and 
enthusiasm  to  start  this  Club  and  also  to  the  many  helpers  who 
provide  transport  to  and  from  the  Club.  We  look  forward  to  a  long 
and  successful  run  with  the  Club  because  we  realise  that  many  of 
our  pupils  benefit  from  the  group  activities  and  social  atmosphere 
there. 

Many  visits  have  been  undertaken  from  the  school  and  the  groups, 
large  and  small,  have  gained  a  wealth  of  experience  from  the  visits. 
Follow  up  work  and  projects  have  been  part  and  parcel  of  the  visits 
which  have  included  places  such  as  Kielder  Forest,  Ingram  Valley, 
down  the  River  Tyne,  Stanley  Zoo  and  local  farms  and  churches. 
One  group,  a  small  one,  visited  the  exhibition  for  the  celebration 
of  100  years  of  Education  at  Newcastle.  This  was  directed  at  the 
older  children  in  school. 

Our  December  Coffee  Morning  still  proves  a  success.  We  raised 
nearly  £100  in  a  short,  hectic  but  enjoyable  morning.  The  money 
helps  to  provide  parties,  outings  and  the  many  extras  needed  to 
keep  things  going  at  School.  Christmas  parties  are  a  feature  of  the 
last  few  days  at  school  and  this  time  we  also  hope  to  take  the  Senior 
Boys  and  Girls  to  a  Pantomime  at  Sunderland.  We  hope  that  it  will 
be  a  very  pleasant  evening. 

Mrs.  Binks  and  her  staff  continue  to  provide  us  with  excellent 
meals  throughout  the  year.  We  wish  to  thank  her  for  her  readiness 
to  help  at  party  times  and  during  our  Coffee  Morning. 

Mr.  Howard,  our  Caretaker,  is  about  the  school  and  becomes  a 
friend  of  many  of  the  children.  He  is  always  willing  to  help  with  the 
chair  cases  during  bad  weather  and  gives  generously  of  his  time 
throughout  the  year. 

Our  visiting  Music  Teacher,  Miss  Tindale,  has  made  progress 
with  our  recorder  players  and  singers  and  so  our  seniors  have  been 
greatly  helped  as  a  result  of  this  extra  tuition. 
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A  few  children  receive  help  from  Miss  Forster,  our  visiting 
teacher  of  the  Deaf  and  we  can  always  call  on  her  help  when  we  are 
doubtful  of  the  hearing  capabilities  of  our  young  pupils. 

The  number  of  specialists  involved  at  Woodlawn  grows  but  their 
services  have  proved  valuable  and  necessary. 

Friends  of  the  School  have  donated  money  for  outings  and 
apparatus.  We  also  appreciate  this  kind  help  which  comes  in  many 
forms  from  other  sources. 

The  staff  of  the  Education  Office  gave  their  valuable  assistance 
throughout  the  year  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  the  way  in  which 
they  responded  to  our  requests  for  help.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief 
Education  Officer  and  all  his  staff  who  have  helped  the  school  in 
so  many  ways  during  the  year. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  Alderman  J.  Lisle  and  our  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  Councillor  J.  Knox,  for  their  visits  and 
support. 

The  year  has  shown  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  severely 
handicapped  children,  especially  in  the  infant  group.  The  number  of 
chairs  and  walking  aids  has  increased  and  my  ancillaries  are  kept 
fully  occupied  in  dealing  with  the  many  needs  of  these  children. 

To  all  the  staff  at  Woodlawn,  teaching,  ancillary,  domestic  and 
clerical,  I  wish  to  give  my  thanks  for  their  continued  concern  in 
their  demanding  work. 

Every  year  brings  new  challenges  and  changes,  and  demands  on 
time  and  teaching  have  changed  a  great  deal  over  the  last  few  years.

SOUTHLANDS  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1970 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  work  of  Southlands 
School  for  1970. 

The  number  on  the  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  110. 
47  of  these  were  girls  and  63  were  boys.  During  the  year  16  children, 
6  girls  and  10  boys  were  admitted.  11  pupils,  4  girls  and  7  boys,  left 
the  school  during  the  year,  7  having  reached  school  leaving  age, 
2  left  the  district  and  2  transferring  to  the  Training  Centre.  The 
average  number  on  the  roll  was  113  and  the  average  attendance 
was  106.

The  medical  supervision  of  the  children  was  carried  out  by  Dr. 
B.  J.  Catton,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Miss  J.  P.  Wheway,  Educational  Psychologist,  again  carried  out 
the  ps3^chometric  testing  of  children  put  forward  for  ascertainment 
as  well  as  advising  in  cases  of  individual  difficulty. 

Mrs.  K.  Roberts  visited  school  each  week  to  carry  out  Speech 
Therapy  with  certain  children.  Miss  P.  Forster,  Teacher  of  the  Deaf, 
came  from  the  Bebside  Unit  to  teach  one  hard  of  hearing  child  each 
week. 

Mr.  N.  Watson  and  Miss  Stelfox,  Youth  Employment  Officers, 
visited  the  school  to  interview  and  counsel  our  leavers. 

Mr.  N.  A.  Eddy,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  carried  out  the 
annual  dental  inspection  of  the  children  and  carried  out  treatment 
on  those  requiring  it.  Nurse  Buxton  again  visited  school  each  week 
to  deal  with  minor  ailments. 

We  were  fortunate  throughout  the  year  in  keeping  the  same  staff 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  A.  T.  Mennear  who  left  in  July  to  take  up 
an  appointment  as  Deputy  Head  at  a  Special  School  in  Warwick¬ 
shire.  We  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  E.  Morgan  from  the  Ralph 
Gardner  High  School  to  take  over  the  vacant  post. 

During  the  year  we  received  numerous  visitors  from  many  parts 
of  this  country  and  from  abroad.  We  were  particularly  pleased  to 
welcome  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Tynemouth,  Alderman  and 
Mrs.  T.  Duff.  The  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Education 
Committee,  Dr.  J.  Knox  and  Alderman  J.  Lisle,  O.B.E.,  J.P.,  were 
frequent  visitors  and  took  a  close  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

Throughout  the  year  we  made  many  visits  to  places  of  interest, 
although  we  sadly  missed  the  financial  support  of  the  Border  Terrier 
Tankard  Club,  which  over  the  past  five  years  had  donated  hundreds 
of  pounds  to  our  Educational  Travel  Fund.  Our  Parent-Teacher 
Association  has  partly  taken  over  the  task  of  financing  these 
excursions  as  they  do  so  much  to  widen  our  children’s  understanding 
and  knowledge  of  their  environment.  We  were  pleased  to  receive 
the  most  generous  gift  of  a  Coltman  Touring  Canoe  from  the 
Pupils  of  Preston  High  School.  This  has  enabled  us  to  extend  our 
sailing  activities  to  include  the  teaching  of  basic  canoeing  skills. 
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The  school  took  part  in  a  series  of  football  matches,  athletic 
meetings,  cricket  matches  and  cross-country  runs  in  which  the 
children  performed  well  and  gained  valuable  social  experience. 
This  year  the  boys  took  part  in  an  area  swimming  gala  and,  thanks 
to  the  swimming  instruction  received  at  the  Learner  Pool  and  at 
the  Hawkey’s  Lane  Baths,  did  very  well. 

The  Youth  Club  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  F.  Wakeham,  met 
regularly  during  the  year  and  continues  to  be  a  valuable  contact 
with  our  past  pupils. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  Schools’  Music  Festival 
in  which  we  again  participated  at  infant  level.  The  children’s  con¬ 
tribution  was  very  well  received  and  the  adjudicator  spoke  highly  of 
their  performance. 

We  were  fortunate  during  the  year  to  be  able  to  send  small  parties 
of  children  to  High  Borrans  on  three  occasions.  I  cannot  stress  too 
strongly  the  enormous  benefits  gained  by  the  children  taking  part 
in  these  visits.  The  experience  of  living  and  working  together  with 
their  teachers  in  such  a  stimulating  environment  enabled  us  to  do 
more  in  the  few  days  there  than  we  could  in  months  at  home. 

The  transport  of  the  children  was  again  provided  by  two  ’buses 
shared  with  Woodlawn  School.  The  senior  children  again  used 
public  transport  as  part  of  their  preparation  for  leaving  school  and 
starting  work. 

School  meals  were  provided  for  all  the  children  by  Mrs.  J.  Dewdney 
and  her  successor  Mrs.  J.  Hewitt  from  our  own  kitchens,  and  the 
distribution  of  school  milk  to  all  the  children  continued.  For  a 
number  of  our  children  this  is  a  very  important  and  vital  service. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  School 
Medical  Department  and  the  Education  Office  who  have  helped  in 
the  work  of  the  school  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  staff  at  Southlands  both  teaching 
and  domestic  for  all  their  hard  work  and  loyal  service.
